Court for the recovery of this debt. The 
widow was .ordered to pay a sum of 
140,000 in gold, to the sisters, and in watis- 
faction of this decision the deceased's 
steamship line, consisting of two large 
river steamers and seven large « steel 
barges, was transferred to their owner- 
ship. The value of. this’ property. was 
placed at .140,000 gold yen. ‘ 

A further claim, however, was made 
for the difference. in the exchange rate 
between roubles in. gold and goki yen.
